The Story Told by tittle Ullle Brumflelrt, 


the Sole Sai-vlTor of the Bloody Trag- 
edy—The Murders Probably Committed 
for ReTenge—A Second I>ay Adrenttat 
H«» ft Narrof?

lirumneld, the sole survivor of the ter- 
rible tragedy enacted near Buffalo Creek, 
Wayne county, was brought to the home 
of relatives near here Sunday. Her story 
of the wholesale murder is simply told. 
She vays: "Papa, mamma and us chil- 
dren were out in f rcint of the house talk- 
ing, when three or four Italiaus came up 
from the railroad camp and asked mam- 
ma to sell them some milk. Mamma got 
up from her chair and went into the house 
to get the milk. I went with her, as I 
am afraid of Italians. Mamma was ahead 
of me, and just as she went out the kitch- 
en door (the milk was kept outside the 
house on a high shelf) a man hit her on 
the head. I screamed and started to go, 
when I saw three or four of the men hit- 
ting at papa and brother. 


Rid Under the Bed. 


"Both of them fell down, and then the 


men started after ray three sisters, who 
were screaming all the time. 
I got so 


scared that I hid under the bed. After 
they had killed all of them tho moa came 
in the house and looked through all the 
drawers of the bureau and took papa's 
money he kept there. They were there an 
awful long time, but they finally went 
away. After they had been a long time 
away, I peeped out from under the bed 
and couldn't see anyone. I then went out 
into the yard and saw my poor papa and 
brother and sister lying on the ground. I 
cried for a time, after which I went up to 
Mr. Spurlock's house and told tbem what 
had happened, and they came do\vri to our 
house and put them all on the bed. They 
made me go to sleep, and that is all Iknow 
about it." 


Xxioklng for the Murderers. 


When asked if she could identify any of 


the men, she said she did not know, as it 
was about dark when they came to the 
house. The little girl is not o%-er 6 or 7 
years of age, and is a remarkably bright 
child. A general funeral wtis held Sun- 
day morning and was attended by a great 
multitude. The Italians who committed 
the deed are supposed to have fled to Cin- 
cinnati, as-Saturday morning, an hour or 
two before daylight, a party of thirty or 
forty Italians passed through this place, 
coming 
from West Virginia.

Spurlock with a strong posse hag started 
npon a hunt for the murderers, and every 
Italian camp on the Norfolk and Western 
railway is being thoroughly searched. 


They Svrore Vengeance.

nights, and about two weeks since discov- 
ered a man in his wheat bin and filled him 
full of shot. The thief proved to be an 
Italian and after receiving the wounds, 
from which an ordinary man wonld have 
died, he made his way back to the railrond 
camp. Tha wounded man's friends were 
greatly incensed at the shooting and swore 
Tengeanco, but Mr. Brumfield paid no at- 
tention to the threats and took no precau- 
tions to guard against the angry Italians. 


TRAGEDY AT A COLORADO BALL. 


A Tough Raietes a How and an Ambitioufl 


Boy Kills a Woman. 


DCBASGO, Colo., Aug. 3.—News has been 


received here of terrible tragedy which oc- 
curred at a ball in tho Blue mountains 
Friday night. While the dancing was 
going on a tough character by the name 
of Tom Roach insisted upon dancing. He 
was drunk ana armed with a knife and 
pistol. He was not allowed to dance and 
raised a row. Frank H. Hyde tried to 
quell the disturbance and was stabbed by 
Koach in several places. 


Meant Well but Hhot Poorly. 


A cowboy by the name of William Mc- 


Cord tried to pacify Roach. This seemed 
to enrage Roach more than ever, and 
drawing his gun he killed McCord on the 
spot. A boy slipped away to a house near 
by, and securing a Winchester returned to 
the ballroom and took aim and fired at 
Roach, killing Mrs. Walton, an estimable 
lady living iu the community. In the ex- 
citement Roach-escaped, and Is still at 
large. 


NARROWLY ESCAPED LYNCHING. 


A Seventh Day Adventlst Charged >vith a 


Terrible Crime. 


HAP.BOB SPRKGS, Mich., Aug. 8.—Re- 


cently Henry Frisco, who claims to be 
a Seventh Day Adventist, came here to at- 
tend the camp meeting of that sect and to 
visit his brother-in-law, T. B. Lewis. He 
was trusted by the family, but is said to 
have committed a felonious assault on 
Edith Lewis, 14 years old. This became 
known Saturday and while the father was 
hunting Frisco a crowd of young farmers 
heard of the charge and started for the 
camp ground to find Frisco. They carried 
a rope with them and had decided to lynch 
hire as soon as he was found. They marched 
into the camp grounds, their stern looks 
and lowering faces frightening the people. 
They singled out Frisco and put the rope 
about his neck, when a deputy United 
States marshal, who was on the ground, 
drew his revolver and threatened to shoot 
the lynchers. The marshal arrested Fris- 
co and the crowd escorted him and his 
prisoner to jail.

THE FIRE RECORD. 


Disastrous Blazes at-Chicago and a Chftt- 


tanooga Snbarb. 


CHICAGO, Aug. S.—The immense depart- 


ment store of Siegel, Cooper & Co., a 
seven story building, covering a quarter 
of a block, at the corner of Stato and 
Adams streets, was entirely destroyed by 
fire Monday morning. The loss on stock 
and building will reach $800,000. 
The 


flames communicated to "The Leader", 
another department store on the opposite 
side of the street, and did damage there 
to the extent of 5100.000. 
J. H. Walker & 


Co. 's drygootl store adjoining WAS dam- 
aged $30,000, and the Einerich Furniture 
company sustained a loss of $75,000. "Vari- 
ous other small losses aggregate $50,000.- 
The fire originated in the engine room iu 
the basement, but in what manner is not 
known. 


But few Employes on Hand. 


When the fire was discovered there were 


only twenty-five people in the building, 
mostly floor walkers and male employes. 
Had the fire broke out a half hour later all 
the employes of the store, numbering 1,000 
men, women iind children, would have 
been on duty and a serious panic would 
have occurred. The manager of a depart- 
ment named Wixon, James Brennan, the 
head bookkeeper, add Thomas Higgins, 
an employe, were on the fourth floor en- 
deavoring to protect and save some of the 
goods 
when they found their egress 


blocked. Brennan and Wixon droppad to 
a balcony on the second floor below and 
were rescued by the firemen' uninjured, 
save a few bruises. 


Two Persons Injured. 


Higgins leaped to the ground and was 


seriously but not fatally hurt. Charlie 
Johnson, a messenger boy employed on 
the third floor made his escape by means 
of a fire escape but was severely burned 
about the head and face. The fire burned 
so fiercely and surrounding property was 
in such great danger that all places of 
business within a bloch. of the flames re- 
mained closed until the firemen hod 
gained control. Siegel & Cooper will un- 
doubtedly reopen with a new stock uf 
goods in a new location pending the erec- 
tion of a new building on the site of the 
fire. 


Bluze at a Chattanooga Suburb.

stores comprising the biggest block in 
Kifl^edale, the largest suburb of Chatta- 
nooga, were burned to the ground Sun- 
day morning.

".OWEN'S POSITION DEFINED. 


The Immigration Commissioner Not Au- 


thorised to Decide Appeals. 


WASIHXGTOX, Aug. 3.—Secretary -Fos- 


ter has issued a circular letter defining the 
duties of officials charged with enforcing 
the immigration*-laws. 
All rulings or 


opinions, the secretary says, covering new 
applications of the immigration laws or 
new questions arising under it, and all 
modifications of previous rulings will be 
signed by the secretary of the treasury or 
by an assistant, under the general direc- 
tion of the secretary, and until otherwise 
directed Assistant Secretary Nettleton 
will continue to have general supervision 
of immigration matters. 


Mr. Owen, tho superintendent of immi- 


gration, will supervise the official duties 
of inspection officers. When an appeal 
touching the right of an alien to land is 
token to the superintendent, be isto prepare 
and submit his decision on the case to the 
secretary or assistant secretary designated 
to act in the premises, for his ap- 
proval or disapproval. If the decision is. 
approved it will bepromulgatedaswriten; 
if "disapproved it will be promulgated as 
revised. 


Foster on Jewish Immigration. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.-Secretary Foster 


has written a letter in answer to one ad- 
dressed him by prominent Hebrews of 
this city.'" The latter letter asks that 
considering that the Jewish residents of 
this country will take charge of Russian 
Jews who seek a homo in the United 
States and see that they do not become 
public charges,the statutes of this country 
be not so interpeted as to class them with 
paupers.

pressing upon his correspondents the ne- 
cessity of averting an irruption of desti- 
tute aliens, and also of seeing that those 
who do come be widely distributed so as 
to supply a real want in scattered comma- 
ties, says he will rely on his correspond- 
ents' assurance that they will notify their 
brethren in Europe of the statutes affecting 
them in th:s country but reminds them 
that any attempt to stimulate such immi- 
gration would be distinctly hostile to the 
spirit of their letter. 


Reciprocity With San Domingo. 


WASHINGTON, Aug 3.—The president 


Saturday issued a proclamation announc- 
ing the conclusion of a reciprocity treaty 
with San Domingo, which takes effect 
from and after Sept. 1 next. A large num- 
ber of articles of American production are 
admitted free of duty, the list being gimi- 
lar to that contained in the treaty regard- 
ing Cuba and Porto Rico, proclaimed Fri- 
day, and many other articles hare the 
duty reduced on them 25 per cent.

SNEAK ON THE T. H. & P. 


General Manager I. a. Burcaon Star* Up 


All Nlfht and Blocks the Aggressor—A 
Night Ride In tbe Baln-An Injonctlon 
That Wai Not Eijeeteil—Men to Put 
Track Back. 
General Manager I. H. Burgoon, of the 


T. H. * P., spent Sunday night getting out 
an 
Injunction against the C. * E. L 


As a part of that work 
he 
drove 


16 
miles 
after 
midnight. 


Yesterday Arthur was In a fever of excite- 
ment over the fact that the T. H. & P. had 
got out an Injunction restraining the C. * 
E. L from putting In their crossing at that 
place. The trouble arose out of the fact 
that the C. & E. L violated the contract 
between the two roads made some time ago, 
when the T. H. A P. agreed to allow 
the 
C. 
& 
E. 
-I. 
to 
cross. 


When the T. H. & P. granted the right of 
way to the C. & E. I., it was with the 
understanding that that road was to notify 
the T. H. & P. when It was ready to put in 
tbe crossing and that the T. H. & P. would 
send Roadmaster Ford and some other

crossing. 
The C. £ E. I. sent no 


notification. Instead it got together a force 
of men Sunday morning about 9 o'clock and 
began to tear up the T. H. A P. track. 
Station Agent Boggard, of Arthur, Imme- 
diately notified Manager Burgoon what they 
were doing, and be telegraphed back to tbe 
mat* who had cbage of the gang or workers, 
not to touch tbe track. The work went on

until 750 feet of track had been torn up and 
the grade lowered in some places two feet. 
The track was then laid back, the men 
working until dark to finish the job. 


General Manager Burgoon learning that 


they were still at work, went before Judge 
Vail Sunday night and had an injunction 
issued restraining the C. & E. I. from tear- 
ing up his track or putting In a crossing. 
General Manager Burgoon then left on the 
10:15 P. D. & E. train for Sullivan, arriving 
there at 11 o'clock at night. He went to 
the house of Circuit Clerk Wright and 
aroused him and together they went to the 
office of the circuit clerk, where tbe papers 
wore signed and sealed.
